A bolt of lightning coming from 


an almost clear sky after the rain 
of hue yesterday- afternoon, played 
a -peculiar trick on the farm of W. 
A. Alexander, 
just 
northwest, of 


this city, 
when Donald Alexander 


escaped 
with a severe *hock that 


rendered bis unconscious. 


The heavy rain and dark 
clouds 


had -passed", and Donald Alexander, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. \V. A. Alex- 
ander, was taking three horses that 
he had been using in tlie field, to- 
ward a large 
barn, 
and 
without 


warning, a 
bolt 
resembling lire, 


struck a locust tree within 200 feet 
of Win and ihe horses, the lightning 
rendering 
him 
unconscious, 
anil 


fausing the -holies to run away. 


V The tree w.as reduced to splinters, 
and the trunk of it was pitched for- 
cibly through a large hog house that 
was four feet from the tree. Tito 
tree trunk was imbedded in ihe hog 
house through two sides. 


Several farm hands were standr 


ing ill Ji barn that was a quarter of 
a mile away, and witnessed the bolt, 
and said that if resembled a ball of 
fire,, and when it struck 
the tree, 


small balls of fire rolled around on 
the ground, 
and 
a leak in a gas

lucky, as* the tree was within 40 feet 
of one of his 9urge barns, and when 
the gas became ignited, the pasture 
was filled with smoke, and neighbors 
thought that the barn 
had been 


fired. 


The most severe part of the storm 


had passed, and there was very lit- 
lle lightning in the storm, and there 
was no cause for any alarm when 
Mr. Alexander started toward the 
barn with the horses. The heavy 
downpour had ceased, and had made 
the ground too 
wet for 
further 


plowing, and he was in lbe act of 
quitting work for ihe day.

If recent rains have been induc- 


ive to the growth of-the crop they 
nve also, Jrat perhaps nof in "corres- 
wndS'ng measure, revealed that there 
re same formidable enemies to the 
I-ush county wheat crop this year. 
to small quantity of the crop' is da- 
iflged by the Hessian % and joint 
•onus. Farmers shy"-Iliat it is too 
arly to estimate the fu'll extent or 
amage by these pests,.' the .most pre- 
alent of which is the fly. The wheat 
bat -was sown last fall was infested 
rom the early sown. This demon- 
trates the necessity, farmers say, 
f late sowing next fall and tins 
liey believe, will in large measures 
liminate the probabilities of dam- 
re. . 
There is one other wheat enemy 


vhieh has begun to make appear- 
nce in some localities and this is 


loose smut which is less preva- 


ent this year than last when about 
ight per cent of the wheat is^esti- 
ated to have been destroyed by the 
ominon pest.

inportant thing faces 
the thresh- 


men, which is the shortage of coal 
ind the extreme 
high price

must be paid for-it. WHhont coal, 
he danger is much greater than the 
nadequate shi|>piug facilities, as the 
grain must be harvested when ripe, 
ind cannot wait in the -fields until 
he coal arrives.
